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INTRODUCTION. 

There is a tendency perhaps, on the part of some students of Japanese 
to underrate the importance of the study of Chinese characters. The 
literature of Japan abounds with these imported ideographs, and it need 
hardly be asserted that, without a knowledge of those in common use, the 
student is unable to read the ordinary works which are issued from the 
native press, unless it be with the assistance of his teacher. 

The acquisition, however, of a number of these common characters, 

sufficient for practical purposes, is by no means an easy task ; and yet by 

taking advantage of the labours of students in China, much may be done to 

facilitate the study, or at least to render it less formidable than it has 

generally been supposed to be. 

^*t> The present work is an attempt to minimise the labour of the student, 

^l as far as possible, by putting him in possession of a limited number of 

characters which have been selected on scientific principles, and which the 

1^ writer believes will prove sufficient for all ordinary purposes. 

I The work is based upon a part of Dr. Martin's Analytical Reader, A 

^"^ ^ Short Method of Learning to Read and Write Chinese, That work again 

is based upon the list of characters selected under the direction of Mr. 

William Gamble of the Presbyterian Mission Press in Shanghai. Speaking 

^ of this list, which was compiled, for the most part, from Chinese christian 

V literature, Dr. Martin says : — " It is certain that the proportion of Mr. 

Gamble's list will hold good, with very little alteration, for the entire range 

^ of Chinese literature." And the same is equally true when applied to the 

l^ literature of Japan. 

^ Referring to his own work, Dr. Martin observes : " When the first chap- 

Ij ter " (containing 240 characters) " is completed, some book, say the H ^ ff 

tan-ji-kid, or one of the Gospels may be taken up by way of practice. The 
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student will be surprised to find himself already in possession of more than 
one-half of the characters. On completing the second chapter " (containing 
587 characters) " he will have more than Jiine-tenths.'* 

The fact that it is possible to accomplish such results with less than a 
thousand characters^ is due to the method followed in their selection. What 
this method was is clearly set forth in Mr. Gamble's own words which are 
here quoted at length. 

" When the art of printing first sprung up in the Western world, the 
printers found it necessary to compute the relative frequency with which 
each letter of the alphabet occurred, in order to ascertain how many type of 
each sort it would be necessary to cast, so that there should not be too 
many of the one, and too few of another. Thus for ordinary English book | 
work the proportion of each letter in a fount is, of e 12000, of t 9000, of a 1 
8500, ino and «, each 8000, of r 6200 ; while k only occurs 800 times, q 500, ' 
j and X 400, and z but 200 times. They also in arranging them in cases, «' 
placed those that occurred most frequently in adjoining compartments and 
near the hand of the compositor, for the purpose of thereby promoting [ 
rapidity in the composition or setting vp of type. ^ 

" But in China the use of metallic type has been of such modern 
date; that little has as yet been done towards ascertaining the relative 
frequency with which characters occur in the general literature of this 
peculiar language. This remark holds good even with reference to its 
Christian literature, which is now becoming pretty extensive, and in which 
those who are engaged in missionary operations are more particularly in- 
terested. In consequence therefore of the want of correct data on which to | 
form a scale, as printers call it, of the characters in the written language, ' 
the method hitherto in use, of arranging founts of Chinese metallic type, 
has been such that not only have the type themselves taken up much room, 
but the compositor in going from case to case for each type has unavoidably 
consumed so much time, as thereby to render composition both expensive 
and tedious. 

** With the view therefore of making some improvement upon the 
former method as well as of ascertaining how many of the 40919 charac- ; 
ters contained * in K'ang-hi*s Dictionary are in common use, especially 
in the cluss of works used and published by those engaged in the missionary 
work;, an examination was made of 4166 octavo pages; including the 
whole Bible together with twenty-seven other publications printed at 
our press, and embracing in the aggregate nearly one million two hun- 
dred thousand characters. In conducting this examination two Chinese 
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BcholarB were employed for two years each, and it was carried on in such a 
manner as to secure as much accuracy as possible. The result is shown in 
the two following lists." 

'' The First list, which is arranged in the usual manner by Badicals 
and Strokes, contains every character which occurs in the above mentioned 
books, amounting in number only to 5150 different characters. The number 
of times each of these characters occurred is placed opposite to it in figures, 
which when added together show an aggregate of 1166473 characters." 

" It may here be proper to add that in the Holy Scriptures containing 

I the total number of 676827 characters there were found 4141 different ones. 
In the Old Testament there are in all 508663 characters composed of 3946 
different sorts ; the version used being that printed at the London Mission 
press. In the New Testament there are in all 173164 characters com- 
posed of 2713 different sorts ; the version used being that printed at the 
Presbyterian Mission press. 

** That so few characters are in general use as is shown by this state- 
ment may seem somewhat incredible to those who have not examined the 

1 subject, and who having been accustomed to hear the number of characters 

' in the Chinese language stated to be from forty to eighty thousand, suppose 
that in order to be able to read or translate Chinese books, a knowledge of some 
tens of thousands of characters is absolutely necessary. Our calculations 
are however corroborated by the author of the Chinese work called the 
+ SS^^ Shih san king taih Uz (in Japanese Jii san kei shuji) who 
states that the Q ^ Four Books contain 2328 different characters ; the 
IT- S Five Classics contain 2426 different characters which do not occur 

V in the Four Books, and that the whole number of different characters in the 
+ H ffi Thirteen Classics is 6544. This includes 928 rare or obsolete 
characters occurring in the fK iJi Ready Gidde, almost all of which might 
be omitted, thus leaving less than 6000 characters. 

" The Second list, like the first one, consists of all the characters dif- 
ferent from each other that are to be found in the total number examined ; 
but here it is intended to exhibit them arranged according to their nu- 
merical use, or the relative frequency with which they occur. For this 
purpose they are divided mio fifteen groups, in e ich of which are contained all 
the characters occurring between a certain number of times each ; as, between 
1000 and lODOO times each, between 900 and 1000 times each, between 
800 and 900 times each, and so on of the others. The first group, however, 
has all those that occurred over 10000 times each. The group — ^the num- 
ber of different characters in each group — ^their minimum and maximum 
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numbers — ^together with the total number of times that the characters of 
each group occurred, is shown in the following table."

" As the result of this investigation two most important facts to the 
printer are established. First : that Jive or nx thousand well selected charac- 
ters are sufficient for all practical purposes ; this is, about one-seventh of 
those in thCs language. This has been long known in China.; but appears 
to have been overloooked by those interested in such matters in Europe. 

Second : that a very few characters^ from the great frequency with which 
they occur J constitute the great body oftlwse in a ^ooky and tha' the great majority 
occur exceedingly seldom. Thus, as already stated, the first group has 18 
characters which were found to occur in the whole number examined 
214156 times, and this is more than one-sixth of the whole. Again putting 
the two first groups together there are 287 characters whose sum is 777282, 
which is considerably more than one-half of the whole. And again putting 
the first eight groups together we have 521 characters whose sum is 949074, 
or nearly nine-elevenths of the whole. On the other hand, the last or fif- 
teenth group has (after deducting the 850 which should not be in this 
group) 2865 characters, which were found to occur in the whole number ex- 
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amined 19086 limes, or less than one-siwHeth of the whole. And again, if we 
add the fourteenth and fifteenth groups together, we have 8410 characters 
whose sum is 88588 or only about one-thirtieth of the whole. 

^' The character jg^ che, alone occurs 42068 times which is oftener than 
the sum total of these 8410 chai-acters." 

" It has been from a knowledge of these facts therefore, that we have 
been enabled to arrange a large fount of Chinese metallic type in so com- 
pact a manner that the compositor can reach any type he wants without 
moving more than a step in any direction ; and by having placed, say Jive 
hundred, of the most numerous characters together, he has more than three- 
fourths of all he uses just under his hand." 

It will thus be seen from the above statement that a very limited num- 
ber of Chinese characters is required in reading the general literature of 
China, or Japan ; and it is believed that the thousand characters contained 
in the present book, will be sufficient to meet the immediate requirements 
of the student. 

The work is divided into four parts : — 

I. In the First section appear the 214 Radicals arranged according to 
the number of the strokes with which they are formed, and accompanied by 
their equivalentH in Japanese and English. 

II. The Second section contains the first 1088 characters of Mr. 
Gamble's list, borrowed from Dr. Martin's Analytical Deader, and consists of 
sentences, each containing eight characters. In these sentences the charn cters 
are arranged according to the order usually followed in Japanese works, 
and are accompanied by a translation of them into that language. The small 
ring (o) indicates that what follows is a grammatical particle or termina- 
tion. Each character is placed in a square. On the right appears the 
Kan-oUy on the left the Go-on, both in Kata-kana. In addition to this the 
more general readings, or yomi, in the Hira-kana, are placed at the right 
hand side of the character, while below are given some of the most pro- 
minent English equivalents. 

In the selection of these the writer has for the most part, used Dr. 
William's Syllabic, and Mr. Santo's Chinese-Jjipanese-English dictionaries. 
To these the student is referred whenever more information than is contained 
in this work is required. This has been made as easy as possible by plac- 
ing in the left-hand corner of the square the radical with its number, by 
which the character can be found without much difficulty in any Chinese- 
Jvpanese dictionary, and by placing in the right-hand corner the number of 
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the page on which the character occurs in Dr, William's dictionary. This 
will save the student much valuable time. 

III, The Third section contains the same 1088 characters arranged 
in sentences according to the Chinese order, with Kunten attached. It is 
thought that such an arrangement will prove useful as a reading lesson^ and 
serve as a means by which the student will be able to test his progress. 

IV. In Section four the 1088 characters appear, under their radicals 
in the form of an index. The numbers attached to them indicate the 
page, column, and square in Sectio ^ II. in which the character will be 
found. The method by which this index should be used will be more 
clearly explained by an example. In the course of his reading, the student 
meets with the character J| shin, the meaning of which he does not know. 
The radical is g me, the eye ; counting the number of strokes [leaving out 
the radical) we find them to be five ; turning to the list of characters under 
the radical g me, and running the eye down the columti until we reach the 
characters containing five strokes, there the character A ^'^^^ ^^ ^^ found 
without diflficulty. The numbers 1, 2, 8 at its side indicate that the infor- 
mation desired regarding it will be obtained on the Jirst page, seeond column, 
third square of Section II. 

In conclusion, the writer desires to express his thanks to a number of 
friends, to whom he feels greatly indebted. The Rev. David Thompson, for 
some years interpreter to the U, S. Legation, Tokio, and Mr. S- Tsuda 
have kindly read through the work while in manuscript. From the Rev. 
James Summers, many valuable suggestions have been received, as well as 
constant assistance while the work was passing through the press. 

Had not these and other friends kindly expressed the opinion that such 
a work as the present would be likely to prove of service to others, the 
writer would hardly have ventured to make it public.
